The 700 
square feet area homes will not 
have all inside w o r k complete 
and will cost extra for such items 
as closet doors. 
Those attending the mass meet­ 
ing felt such a project would have 
a harmful effect on the entire 
township. It would create a hard­ 
ship on Elk Grove school, which 
is already carrying a capacity 
load, and, according to Clarence 
Hansen, president of the Protec­ 
tive association, “it would be a 
fire and health hazard.” 
Elk Grove townsnip board has 
gone on record with a resolution 
opposing this development. In ad­ 
dition 1d0 property owners signed 
a petition opposing it. 
A second petition is being cir­ 
culated this week objecting to the 
proposed rezoning of 22 m o r e 
acres in the area for the same 
purpose. The petition will be pre­ 
sented to the Cook County zon­ 
ing board of appeals at its hear­ 
ing on the matter, which will be 
held this Friday, at 9 p.m. at the 
Mount Prospect village hall. All 
Elk Grove residents are urged to 
attend.

$1Q,000 in taxes for the coming 
year.’*

For instance, 
most TV . eries want stories with 
a positive theme and a happy 
ending. This is partly because of 
the belief that that’s what the 
viewers want, and partly because 
happy stories create the most re­ 
ceptive mood for 
the “commer­ 
cial.” 
Most of the taboos can be traced 
to the sponsors. Beer sponsors, for 
one, don’t want drinking scenes in 
their scripts (oddly enough). They 
don’t want bars or taverns even 
mentioned. 
Soft drink sponsors, 
too, dislike drinking scenes in their 
TV plays, 
unless 
they’re 
soft 
drinks! 
Shows that are sponsored by the 
cigarette manufacturer Philip Mor­ 
ris ban the use of the word “lucky” 
—for obvious reasons. And the TV 
series called “Trouble with Fath­ 
e r,’’ which is sponsored by a flour 
manufacturer, forbids the portray­ 
al of a grocer as a villain. Can’t 
even show a 
butcher 
with 
his 
thumb on the scale. 
Kidnapping of a child is rarely 
treated on any sponsored TV show 
—nor in radio. There aren’t many 
things you can’t view on televi­ 
sion these days . . . but there are 
a few!

Seek To Improve Street 
By Special Assessment 


The board of local 
improve­ 
ments of Arlington Heights held 
an informal 
hearing 
Tuesday 
night to discuss the improvement 
of S. Beverley lane, from Rock­ 
well to Central rd. 
Twenty-two of the 32 proper­ 
ty owners on the street filed a 
petition asking that the street 
be improved. 
At present it is 
full of chuck holes and water 
floods portions of the street ev­ 
ery time it rains. 
In order to put the street in 
good repair it wall be necessary 
to install curb and gutter, re­ 
move 4 inlets, put in 2 
catch 
basics, and resurface the street. 
The village feels it is responsible 
for the resurfacing, 
but 
that 
property owners would have to 
take care of the expense for the 
rest of the work. 
If done by private contract the 
curb, gutter and drainage con­ 
nections would cost approximate­ 
ly $9,153. 
If it is necessary to 
do it by special assessment the 
job is estimated to cost $22,895. 
Since it was felt all property 
owners were not willing to do 
it by private contract a motion 
- was made to have Village At­ 
torney Hugo J. Thai prepare a 
resolution initiating the improve­ 
ment and calling a public hear­ 
ing of the board of 
loyal 
im­ 
provements for the purpose of 
installing the curb, gutter 
and 
drainage by special assessment. 
Attorney Thai, however, urged 
those residents who were object­ 
ing to the improvement to re­ 
consider and have the job done 
by private contract, which would 
be a great saving to 
all 
con­ 
cerned. Date of the public hear­ 
ing will be announced later.

HERMAN HAHN 
Herman Hahn, who resides at 
415 N. Evergreen, has a 
triple 
personality. * At 710 E. 
North­ 
west Highway, he answers to the 
name of Park Lane Laundry; at 
200 S. Dryden he takes on the 
identity of Grove Cleaners; 
at 
Wauconda he is “Herman Clean­ 
ers.” 
He is his own boss at all 
three of them. 
“His shoulders 
are 
b r o a d 
enough to handle even more per­ 
sonalities,” say the members of 
the Breakfast Club, of which he 
is a regular attendant. 
Mr. Hahn is nearing the half 
century mark in years, with 35 
of them in the laundry and dry 
cleaning business. 
He 
started 
the trade in his dad’s laundry 
on Chicago’s south side when 14 
years of age and has kept at it 
ever since. 
“Quality work eliminated com­ 
petition,” says Herman. “I find 
that the woman of today may or 
may not know how to do her 
own laundry work, but she is 
getting more and more particu­ 
lar. 
“Because she is particular, we 
get her work. 
We employ 
50 
people in our three establish­ 
ments and they do their utmost 
to uphold the reputation that we 
have established.” 
Herman says that 35 
years 
ago 60% of laundry^ work was 
performed by hand; today only 
about 5%. 
He purchased 
the 
Park Lane 
Laundry 
in 
1942, 
which at this time also included 
a dry cleaning 
establishment. 
Since 1949 the Grove Cleaners 
has been occupying 
its 
own 
building. 
Mr. Hahn’s empolyees say that 
Herman’s “bite is not as bad as 
his bark, but he certainly makes 
a lot of noise.” He explains his 
bark with: “I learned to make a 
lot of noise in the days when 
the louder a boss yelled, 
the 
better the shop discipline. To­ 
day my wife is still trying to get 
me to soften my voice.” 
They 
have two children, George, 12, 
and Carl, 8. 
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HARRY KNAACK 
Harry Knaack, who has been 
selling Buick cars 16 years in 
Arlington Heights, is one of those 
white collar automobile dealers. 
He knows a lot about the why a 
Buick is a good car to sell. He ad­ 
mits he does not k n o w much 
about the insides of any Automo­ 
bile. 
He had a hard time the other 
day explaining to a woman why 
he could not lift up the hood of 
her car and tell her what was 
wrong. He explained that Buicks 
are so well made that he had 
never had to do any worrying 
about keeping them running. 
Knaack is a product of D es 
Plaines. He c a m e to Arlington 
Heights 30 years ago when he op­ 
erated the Arlington Dairy. When 
a chain dairy bought him out 
lock, stock and barrel he decided 
to try the automobile business 
even if he went broke. He says 
he nearly did during World War 
II, when between 1942 and ’46, 
cars were on the ration list. 
“I proved my natural honestly 
at that time,” Harry says, “by 
not trying any of the sale shani- 
gans that some auto dealers did. 
I admit, however, that I had to 
do a lot of alibying to keep my 
customers lined up. 
Harry thinks he knows as much 
abouts shorthorn cattle as he does 
a b o u t automobiles. He started 
raising shorthorns eight years ago

Our youngest is learning “The Star Spangled Banner.* 
It 
comes out somewhat like “O could you say see . . . ” and there it 
trails off. 
That may be nearly as much

vast and exciting story of people 
who made events.

What little boy wouldn’t delight 
at the prospect of having a birth­ 
day cake, made into the shape of 
a locomotive, grace his birthday 
table? 
Mrs. 
Merwyn Reis, 
722 
N. 
Ridge, Arlington Heights, is pic­ 
tured holding a cake of her own 
creation, The Birthday Express. 
This cake is an authentic repro­ 
duction of a real locomotive down 
to the tiniest detail, and what’s 
more, it’s delicious eating, too! 
The cake batter is easy to pre­ 
pare, using the one-bowl method, 
and the result is a good, solid 
cake which is easy to handle. The 
frosting, too, is made by the same 
method and is soft and easy to 
spread. 
But it is the baking, assembling 
and decorating that takes time 
as well as patience. 
The whole process involved in 
the baking of this cake, the size 
of tins used, the decorating, etc. 
was devised by the ingenius Mrs. 
Reis with the technical advice of 
her husband. 
The locomotive is equipped with 
a cow catcher, tootsie roll cylin­ 
ders, a cherry headlight, Hershey 
bar ledges where workmen stand, 
plus 
peppermint 
pattie 
steam 
dome, 
sand dome 
and 
smoke 
stack. 
Peppermint patties; large and 
small, are also used for the wheels, 
pieces of Hershey Bar for win­ 
dows of the engineer’s cab, choco­ 
late bits for coal in the coal car, 
and a tiny silver bell is placed on 
top of the boiler. 
The drive rods on the large 
wheels are made of white frost­ 
ing, while chocolate frosting is 
used to write happy birthday and 
the child’s name on top of the 
cab as well as the child’s age for 
the number on the cab. 
Mrs. Reis sets the cake on a 
cardboard tray which has been 
covered with aluminum foil and 
paper place mats and surrounds 
it with candles. It serves 25. 
This talented lady, who is most 
certainly a perfectionist at this 
endeavor, has several other cakes 
in her repertoire of specialties. 
Her grandchildren, as well as the 
children of friends and neighbors, 
have been the delighted recipients 
of doll cakes, merry-go-rounds, 
racing cars as well as the loco­ 
motive cake, and she also made 
the cake for her son’s wedding. 
Mrs. Reis admits that there is 
a great deal of time and effort 
involved, 
but feels more than 
gratified when witnessing a child’s 
joyful expression upon receiving 
such a cake. 
So Mommy, why not try your 
hand at this cake for your son's 
next birthday. Follow Mrs. Reis’ 
method 
and 
you’re certain to 
achieve successful results! 
Birthday Express 
4*4 cups cake flour 
3 cups granulated sugar 
5 teaspoons baking powder 
2 teaspoons salt 
1 cup shortening 
2 teaspoons vanilla 
3 teaspoons butter flavoring 
(optional) 
2 cups milk 
1 full cup eggs 
Sift dry ingredients together in­ 
to a large bowl. Add shortening, 
vanilla, butter flavoring and I 1/3 
cups milk. Beat two minutes. 
Add remaining 2/3 cup milk. 
Add eggs. Beat two minutes long­ 
er. Bake at 350 degrees in the pans 
specified. Grease pans well and 
coat with flour. Tins should be 
filled just a little more than half­ 
full with batter. 
For base of locomotive use a 
pull Ai ar. loaf pan 12 x 3*4 x 2*4 
inches deep. Bake a little more 
than one hour. 
For boiler use two juice cans 
4li2 inches high and 2t4 inches in 
diameter. Bake about 30 minutes. 
For coal car use tin 7*4 x 3^4 x 
2*4 inches deep. Bake about 50 
minutes or until done. 
Let cakes cool in pans. 
Frosting 
2 pounds confectioners sugar 
^4 cup butter or margarine 
1 cup Crisco or Spry 
1/3 can evaporated milk (*4 cup 
plus 2 teaspoons) 
2 tablespoons boiling water 
I to 2 teaspoons salt 
I tablespoon vanilla 
Put all the ingredients into a 
large bowl and beat until fluffy. 
There will be some frosting left 
over after the cake is decorated, 
but it will keep nicely in the re 
frigerator. 
When cake is thoroughly cool­ 
ed, take large loaf and measure 
off eight inches from the side. Cut 
down to one inch of bottom and 
remove piece. The part which re­ 
mains forms the base of the loco­ 
motive and part of the cab. 
Place boilers (which were made 
in juice cans) on part of cake that 
is one-inch high. Trim off base 
even with boiler and save the 
edges to form the V-shaped cow 
eatche/ wich is in front of the 
engine. 
Build up the cab with the re­ 


maining cake which was cut from 
the loaf. Put layer of frosting be­ 
tween. Frost locomotive and cab 
car. 
Take second loaf and cut to six 
inches long. Place next to the 
cab. Use pieces cut from this loaf 
to build up coal car to the heighth 
of cab. Use additional pieces for 
ledge on top of coal car to form 
hopper which holds the coal. Frost 
coal car. % 
When cake is frosted, put pep­ 
permint pattie wheels in place, 
using picture above as indication 
of placement. Three large and two 
small patties are used on either 
side of locomotive, two small 
patties on each side of cab, and 
four small ones on each side of 
coal car. 
The cylinders above the two 
front wheels are made from toot-

sie rolls held in place with tooth­ 
picks. 
The ledges on the sides of the 
boiler, where workmen stand, are 
small Hershey Bars cut in half 
and pressed into frosting. 
Small mints, held together with 
frosting, form the smoke stack, 
and the steam dome and sand 
dome on top of the boiler are 
also made of these tiny mints. 
Place a little Christmas bell on 
top of the engine, and use a cherry 
for the headlight in front of the 
locomotive.

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REAT PERFORMANCES in the mile run have been 
frequent this year. ..The consistently fine performances 
of the 1954 crop of great distance runners tends to erase re­ 
membrances of such former mile greats as Gunder Haegg, Glenn 
Cunningham, Chuck Fenske, Gil Dodds and many others. 
It is 
a pity that the three great 1954 runners, Wes Santee, Roger Ban­ 
nister, and John Landy have not yet met. 
It would be the track classic of all time if this trio could 
be brought together for the mile run this year with just the 
three of them competing. 
It should be this year and not a 
waiting period until a possible meeting in the 1956 Olympics. 
Here is the summary of what has happened in a breaking 
of the barrier of the four minute mile. John Landy of Australia 
ran the mile in 3:58.0 at Turku Stadium in Finland June 21. On 
May 6 Roger Bannister of England first broke the four minute 
mile with a mark of 3:59.4 in a race at Oxford. 
Before Bannister and Landy began their assault this year 
the mile record was held by Gunder Haegg of Sweden at 
4:01.4 set in 1945. 
America’s Wes Santee has made several strong stabs at the 
four minute mile but has not quite bettered it. On June 4 he 
ran the mile in 4:00.6 at the Compton California Relays. Landy 
had twice previously been timed at 4:01.6 on May 31 and June 
6. There are many who say that a meeting of these three greats 
would result in a victory for Santee. 
They say he has never 
reached the peak as yet because he has not been given tough 
enough competition. 
It is interesting to note that the forgotten man in the case 
of both the new mile records established this summer is Chris 
Chataway. He paced Bannister for three quarters when he broke 
the four minute barrier. At Turku, Chataway paced Landy and 
led him into the stretch finishing with a 4:04.4 mark. 
This is the type of competition that Wes Santee has not had 
in his attempts at the record.

‘HE WINNING OF THE National Open Golf champ­ 
ionship by crippled Ed Furgol should be a real in­ 
centive to young men interested in athletics who have physical 
handicaps. 
Few boys, however, have the competitive spirit, 
willingness to practice long hours, and determination of men 
like Furgol who practiced golf to save the use of a crippled left 
arm which was IO inches shorter than the right. 
In the same way Glen Cunningham took up distance run­ 
ning to save the use of his legs which were so badly burned that 
medical men feared he would be crippled for life. 
We have often wondered why it is common practice for 
boys and girls with physical handicaps to get medical permits 
excusing them from school physical education work. 
It seems 
to us that these persons need physical education more than the 
boy or girl who passes all the physical tests. 
The great need is for medical men to prescribe the activities 
needed to build up the physically handicapped students and for 
the high school and grade school to provide instruction, facilities, 
and, if need be, special classes of a corrective nature. 
There 
is no question but what the best sports activities for corrective 
purposes are the individual ones of swimming, track, golf and 
tennis.

Iowa Leading 


Farm Spending 


In The Midwest 


Farmers in Iowa are spending 
money more freely than in other 
Midwest states. So concludes the 
Federal Reserve Bank of Chicago 
after conducting a survey of some 
450 country bankers in this area. 
As a part of its regular program 
of keeping posted on current Mid­ 
west developments, the Reserve 
bank asked bankers for informa­ 
tion on land valued trends and 
farm equipment 
a n d 
fertilizer 
sales. 
These measures tend to reflect 
farmers’ expectations and spend­ 
ing attitudes. Iowa turned up with 
the least drop 
in 
land 
values 
since the beginning of the year 
(1.4 per cent), the smallest de­ 
cline in farm 
machinery sales 
from year-ago levels (2.7 per cent) 
and the biggest gain in year-to- 
year fertilizer sales (14 per cent). 
Running a close second and third 
in these spending measures were 
Indiana and Illinois. 
MICHIGAN and Wisconsin farm­ 
ers appear less optimistic, the 
Reserve bank’s survey reveals. 
Hie decline in land values rang­ 
ed from 3 to ZVz per cent since 
January. Bankers in these two 
states also report that farm mach­ 
inery sales have dropped about 
IO per cent from year-ago levels 
while declines in fertilizer sales 
ranged from I to 3Vz per cent. 
Behind the differences in farm­ 
er spending patterns in the Mid­ 
west is the variation in prices of 
commodities which supply the ma­ 
jor portion of farmers’ cash re­ 
ceipts. In this region, hogs, cat­ 
tle, and dairy products account 
for two-thrids of cash receipts 
from farm marketings.

HOG 
PRICES 
in 
May 
were 
higher than in any other May in 
history. While setting no records, 
midspring cattle prices at least 
matched year-ago levels. On the 
other hand, milk prices were run­ 
ning about IO per cent below May 
1953. 
Thus it was not surprising, the 
bank says, that farmers in the 
hog and cattle states of Iowa, 
Indiana, and Illinois were found 
to be spending more freely than 
in the dairy states of Michigan 
and Wisconsin.

agricultural 
and related programs cost the 
average family? Apparently about 
$1,000 since 1932, or an average 
of $45 per year. This figure is 
calculated from a tabulation re­ 
cently received from the United 
States department of agriculture. 
The total costs shown in the 
tabulation amount to 37.4 billion 
dollars. They cover price supports, 
conservation, credit, school lunch 
program, 
regulatory 
activities, 
wartime food subsidies, agricul­ 
tural products used in foreign aid 
programs, 
and 
agricultural re­ 
search and extension work. 
Presumably these expenditures 
were for the benefit of all the 
people of the nation rather than 
for any one group. 
O O O 
FOR THE PURPOSE of bring­ 
ing the total cost figure down to 
comprehensible size, we divided it 
into an average family share. We 
used 37.4 million as the average 
number of families, figuring that 
around 30 per cent of the families 
had two persons gainfully em­ 
ployed. 
Foreign aid programs required 
the largest share of the money 
spent for agricultural and related 
programs. Expenditures for farm 
products under foreign aid pro­ 
grams totaled 16.2 billion dollars. 
This sum divides out to over $430 
per family. These expenditures 
were largest in the years 1943 
through 1952, but some expendi­ 
tures are listed, for each year be­ 
ginning with 1932. 
Payments for farm price and in­ 
come supports took the 
second 
largest chunk of public money. 
This was a total of 7.5 billion 
dollars, or about $200 per family. 
The programs primarily for price 
and income support include CCC 
price support programs and ex­ 
port subsidies, international wheat 
agreement export payments, sur­ 
plus commodity disposal, Sugar 
Act costs, Federal Crop Insurance 
losses, and acreage allotment and 
parity payments to farmers. 
♦ * * 
EXPENDITURES for conserva­ 
tion of soil and other resources 
took third place. Such expendi­ 
tures added up to 4.6 billion dol­ 
lars, or about $120 per family. 
Fourth item, wartime food sub­ 
sidies and other wartime and de­ 
fense programs, also cost 4.6 bil­ 
lion dollars, or about $12C per 
average family. 
Fifth cost item is the costs to 
taxpayers of credit extended to 
farmers for rural electrification, 
farm purchase, maintenance, op­ 
eration, and housing. .These costs 
of credit over the past 22 years 
add up to 1.8 billion dollars, mak­ 
ing an average U. S, fmaily cost 
of about $47. 
ITEM SIX includes the school 
lunch 
program 
and 
marketing 
services and control and regula­ 
tory activities of the United States 
department of agriculture. These 
programs took 1.5 billion dollars, 
and

amounts to $41. 
Agricultural research activities 
carried on or paid for by the 
United States department of agri­ 
culture took % billion dollars in 
the 22 years.

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Predict Continued Stability 
Of Meat Supplies And Prices 


Marketable supplies of cattle, 
hogs and sheep will play a large 
part in determining the prices 
consumers pay for their 
meat 
this summer, reports H. M. Con­ 
way, director of research, writ­ 
ing in the July issue of National 
Live Stock Producer. 
Unusual stability of consumer 
demand, the dollar 
value 
and 
distribution costs during the past 
months and indications of their 
continued stability for the next 
several months brings the supply 
out as the dominating factor in 
determining the price. 
• 
* 
* 
LITTLE CHANGE is expected 
in beef prices as the supply of 
fed cattle should be about clean­ 
ed up by mid-July. 
Short turn 
replacements 
are 
fewer 
than 
usual. 
Long-fed yearlings 
and 
calves are being handled on an 
economical basis which will de­ 
lay their marketing somewhat. 
This shortage 
of 
well-finished 
beef may be further accentuated 
by the favorable returns on fed 
cattle during the past 
several 
months which brought many of 
these animals to market ahead 
of schedule. 
Feeders were will­ 
ing to sell for a smaller margin 
than take the risk of a price 
drop by the time the animals 
reached their top finish. 
Packing sows are 
coming to 
market in increased 
numbers. 


This indicates a somewhat larger 
spring pig crop to be marketed 
in the late fall. 
Pork supplies 
during the summer, however, are 
expected to be well supported as 
little increases in numbers be­ 
ing marketed is expected until 
fall. 


Vegetables Grow 
On Cotton Fabric 


Vegetables are growing in un­ 
usual places this season. They’re 
appearing on cotton fashion and 
drapery fabrics!

A SHIFT IN 
marketing 
to 
lighter weights and a trend to­ 
ward longer farrowing periods 
prevents the bunching of hogs at 
market time.

erning hog prices during the late 
fall and early winter.

of the new lamb crop will be 
sent into feedlots this fall, thus 
curtailing the supply of

early fall which would normally 
come directly from grass.

major causes of field fires, Mees 
says. Before you start combining, 
look for holes in the muffler and 
tail pipe on your tractor, com­ 
bine and truck. If the muffler is 
located where straw will catch on 
it, put a smooth metal shield un­ 
der it. Also, check for leaks in 
the fuel line and carburetor. 


HUENE VER YOU BACK your 
truck in the field, Mees says, you 
run the risk that the muffler and 
tail pipe may pick up straw. It’s 
better to pull ahead to the grain 
tank. 
Refueling calls for care, too. 
Shut off the engine, and let it cool 
a couple of minutes. While the en­ 
gine cools, you can grease the 
machine and make sure bearings 
and shafts aren’t wrapped with 
straw. 
As a final tip for preventing 
field fires, Mees offers this tip: 
Make sure the radiator or screen 
isn’t plugged. A .clogged air clean­ 
er, too, will cause overheating.

Wet gunny sacks, a fire extin­ 
guisher and a tractor-plow com­ 
bination can "help you save your 
grain field in case of fire, says 
farm adviser Carl F. Mees. 
What you do during the first 
few minutes after the fire starts 
may determine whether or not 
you save your crop. A carbon 
tetrachloride or soda acid fire ex­ 
tinguisher may put the fire out if 
it’s not too big. Gunny sacks soak­ 
ed in water will also help while 
the fire’s small.

IF IT LOOKS as if you can’t 
put the fire out, Mees says, call 
the fire department. Then use the 
plow to make a fire break well 
ahead of the fire. You can help 
to keep the fire from jumping the 
break by burning a narrow strip 
along the break on the same side 
as the fire. 
The fire truck can wet down a 
strip for a break, but it may not 
get there soon enough to halt the 
blaze. It’s better, says Mees, to 
have the tractor and plow handy.

Sales Forecast For Rest Of ’54 


by ROGER W. BABSON 


While most of the columnists 
and business counselors last De­ 
cember forecast a depression for 
1954. I constantly insisted that 
1954 would be a “fair business 
year.” This you will find in my 
forecast which then* appeared in 
this paper. 
General Business 
Despite my general optimism 
with regard to prospects for busi­ 
ness during the last half-year, 
there will be many crosscurrents. 
The improvement over the first 
six months will be no one-way 
streets. Some industries will lag, or 
fall behind. Others are slated for 
betterment. Building has held up 
well, and was the backbone of 
business in the first half of 1954. 
The momentum generated should 
carry through the balance of the 
year. 
Also deserving of attention as in 
line for continued high activitiy, 
or for improvement, are the fol­ 
lowing industries: Electric pow­ 
er 
output, 
aircraft 
production, 
rubber manufacturing, household 
equipment, electrical equipment,, 
petroleum, 
natural 
gas, 
shoes, 
and textiles. Even the sick coal 
industry will enjoy some pickup 
from the very depressed levels 
experienced during the first six 
months of 1954. 
Due to slip further down, or 
slated to show the least improve­ 
ment, are the following industries: 
Machinery, machine tools, rail­ 
road 
equipment, 
metal 
fabri­ 
cating, steel and iron, and autos 
and auto parts, In particular, auto 
output will not match the first 
half# with competition keener in 


the last, half than at any time 
since the 1930’s. 
Sales and Inventories 
As in the case of general busi­ 
ness discussed above, sales pros­ 
pects will rule selective. With pur­ 
chasing power holding well, de­ 
mand for food products and soft 
goods will remain at 
a 
brisk 
pace. The public, however, have 
learned something about watching 
their pennies. They have become 
more price-conscious. 
For this 
reason, I predict that the mass 
distributors, such as the grocery 
and variety chains, will run a- 
head of the others saleswise, dur­ 
ing the last half-year. 
Retail sales in general, although 
about 4 per cent lower dollarwise, 
have held up during the first half 
in terms of physical volume as 
discounts and other concessions 
reduced the actual receipts. This 
is encouraging since it shows that 
consumers are 
still willing to 
spend if the price is reasonable. 
In terms of units, retail, sales will 
hold up through 1954. Inventories 
will constantly be reduced during 
1954. The retailers who do best 
in 1954 will be those with the best 
parking facilities for their cus­ 
tomers. 
War and Peace 
There will be no World War in 
1954 started by Russia or the USA. 
In ’the last half of 1954, however, 
Hie United States will move clos­ 
er and closer to the position oc­ 
cupied by Great Britain during the 
19th century. The United States 
will prepare to engage in small 
wars anywhere in order to pre­ 
vent outbreak of a world con­ 
flagration. 


I predict that the United States 
in the last six months of 1954 may 
by-pass the United Nations and try 
to form a “defensive” league of 
nations interested hi Southeast 
Asia. The purpose: To keep the 
rice, tin, and rubber of that area 
from 
falling 
into 
Communist 
hands. 
Most of the arms and 
military know-how 
needed 
by 
such an alliance of anti-Commun- 
ist nations in the Far East will 
be furnished by Uncle Sam. This 
means that cuts in arms expendi­ 
tures, already scheduled for the 
last half of 1954 by the adminis­ 
tration, may not be put into ef­ 
fect. The Korean situation will 
remain about as is — “much 
talkie, 
no shootie” ; 
but Indo­ 
china will constant bec o rn e 
a greater threat. 
Do not forget Europe and the 
Middle East. France is torn by 
internal dissension and a blow-off 
could come there any time. West 
Germay is growing more impa­ 
tient with French Dickering over 
the Saar and over the formation 
of a Western European army in­ 
cluding German participation. 
Friction between the Jews aud 
the Arabs in the Middle East is 
being encouraged by Communist 
agents.. The 
smouldering 
fires 
there could break into flame at 
any time, requiring a hurry-up 
call for Uncle Sam s fire depart­ 
ment. 
Stock Market Outlook 
Of course, some day the market 
(especially the Dow-Jones Indus­ 
trials) will get a bad wallop with 
very much lower prices. On the 
other hand, this may not come

“Man Conquers Space” - 
it teems - when it comes to his 
home - he is demanding more 
and more of it! Unfortunately, 
every square foot of house costs 
just so many dollars and few of 
us get what we want, because if 
our builder gives it to us here, 
economics force him to take it 
away there. 
We have become used to the 
trend that puts dining space into 
the living room; 
that makes a 
bedroom out of a den—and these 
are very good ideas for space 
“stretching” and can be applied 
to other areas as well . . . Now 
your decorator is also aware of 
space needs - family privacy, TV, 
various hobbies and sports, cloth­ 
es, linens, bedding, etc.,—and can 
give help along this line . . .

applied in the spring before the 
buds burst. 
Where weather or 
other circumstances have

vented spraying and where se­ 
rious infestation has developed, 
Davey experts recommend spray­ 
ing the newly hatched crawlers 
with a mixture of pyrethrum, 
rotencne and a light summer oil. 
DDT and a nicotine oil combina­ 
tion may also be used effectively. 


are making actual selections - 
ones that will fit in with care­ 
fully detailed plans that have been 
made for each room. 
The over-all color scheme is to 
be in desert tones - beige, greige, 
sand, cocoa and dead white - and 
we are not forgetting accent notes 
of black, chartruese and shades 
of yellowish pink or red . . . The 
“honeymooners” 
prefer 
l i g h t 
woods in “contemporary” styling. 
I like the word “contemporary” 
for it gives far more leeway than 
the words “modem”, “functional”, 
“traditional” etc., as we have 
come to know and use them in 
the last few years. Actually, “con­ 
temporary” means “currently in 
style” - and broadly includes any 
piece, large or small, that is de­ 
sirable from the individual stand­ 
point of use or service. It also 
means that in budget planning, 
we can take advantage of special 
“buys”, unusual sales - and can 
also include the make-it-yourself 
projects. 
These young people are fortun­ 
ate in having a fair sized kitchen 
with space under a window for a 
dining area. There is adequate 
counter and storage space as well 
as space for washer and dryer 
that comes with the house., The 
floor is black asphalt tile — walls 
and ceilings are white. If ever a 
room was set up for wrought iron, 
this is it! 
I found at one of my supply 
houses a very special buy in a 
wrought iron set that includes a 
table with four upholstered chairs 
- and all for less than $40.00. It 
is sturdy with good simple lines 
and has a wooden top which the 
“honeymooners” are going to fin­ 
ish themselves by first staining 
with “bone-white” and then apply­ 
ing several coats of plastic. 
The set is far less “kitchen-ish” 
than many I have seen, 
and 
could, in fact, be used in a din­ 
ing nook or porch. The chair seats 
are comfortably padded with 
a 
tweed vinyl and the choice oi 
colors is red, gray, green or pink 
The “honeymooners” settled on 
the latter color and thus - the 
whole color scheme is established 
- black, white and pink, (pink or­ 
gandy curtains, pots of pink ger­ 
aniums, pink linens and dishes, 
etc.,). 
I have never seen a better selec­ 
tion 
of 
wedding-present

than these young people have and 
naturally there is need for space 
to keep many of them on display 
and use.

So that is what they are going 
to make and install themselves.1 
Again they will use bone-white 
stain (for the wood) with plastic 
over-coating. Cost of materials on i 
this will run around $20 to $22, j 
making a matching “server” at 
very low cost. 
Outside of the 
kitchen 
stove 
and refrigerator, 
we expect 
to 
keep the total kitchen furnishing 
cost to around $75. (Next week I 
will tell you what is being decided 
and done about the stove and re­ 
frigerator. )

Tells About Trend Towards 
The Cluster-Type Rose 


by OTTO H. AMLING 
The most popular of all flower 
species is the rose. 
It is in­ 
teresting to observe, over 
the 
years, the public’s 
continuous 
major 
preference 
for 
garden 
roses and yet to see also 
the 
changing 
fancy 
for 
different 
types of garden roses. 
Last year we noted a sharp 
rise in the popularity 
of 
the 
Floribundas . . . particularly the 
gamettes in this 
rose 
group. 
Floribundas constitute a 
large 
group in the rose family. There 
art both single and double blos­ 
som garden roses in this classi­ 
fication . . . but all Floribundas 
have these characteristics: 
The 
flowers grow in 
clusters 
and 
bloom continuously; the foliage 
is heavy and handsome. 
But, 
above all, Floribundas are tough 
and resistant to winter-thawing- 
and-freezing which spells death 
for so many other garden roses. 
Finally, Floribundas make an ex­ 
cellent cut flower. They last for 
ten days to two weeks in bou­ 
quets. 
• 
* 
• 
FLORIBUNDAS 
usually 
are 
planted rather close together in 
groups for a mass-color effect. 
That custom is somewhat due to 
the size of the flowers. Floribun- 
da blossoms are 
not 
quite 
as 
large as hybrid tea roses, but be­ 
cause they grow in clusters and 
open simultaneously, the color 
“splash” is much more vivid. 


One of* the 
finest 
cluster- 
roses we have seen is the “Carol 
Amling.” 
The blossoms are 
of 
extra good size. The clusters are 
exceptionally 
large, 
and 
the 
flower is a delicate shell pink, 
whereas, the most common color 
in the floribunda group is red. 
The question often is 
asked: 
“How late in spring can roses be 
planted?” 
The answer is: any­ 
time . . . providing the bush 
has been growing in a container. 
By being potted, the plant’s nor­ 
mal growth cycle has not been 
interrupted. 
The bush develops 
just as though it were growing 
in your garden. Growth in con­ 
tainers means that the - “pot” 
can be removed and the bush 
set into place in the garden . . . 
without transplanting shock. It 
does not know' 
it 
has 
been 
moved. 
POTTED ROSES do not need 
pruning. 
They can be simply 
set out, watered, and they will 
do the rest. 
Roses drink like 
fish. 
But 
since they drink what fish drink, 
that is all right. Roses need lots 
of nourishment. But, remember, 
they cannot eat; they can only 
drink. 
Like all other flowers 
their food must be put into solu­ 
tion for the roots to absorb. So, 
see to it that your roses 
get 
plenty of water, and keep 
the 
ground around them cultivated 
and mulched to prevent the soil 
from drying out.

and investment trusts have, hew- 
ever, increased the demand for 
common stocks and could hold the 
market up for some months to 
come.

Money, Inflation 
And Interest Ratesk 
When Mr. Eisenhower assumed 
the presidency with his cabinet of 
“9 millionaires,” they proclaimed 
a new monetary policy which 
would increase the value of the 
dollar and raise interest rates. 
Either fortunately or unfortunate­ 
ly, the economic situation caused 
a reversal of this 
policy. The 
value of the dollar shows no in­ 
crease over January I and this 
has been hailed by Wall Street as 
a sign of further inflation. Wall 
Street has boomed certain com­ 
mon stocks accordingly. Interest 
rates during the second six months 
of 1954 should average about as 
at present. 
The fear of involvement in Indo­ 
china is strengthening the com­ 
modity markets. This takes some 
of the pressure off of Secretary 
Benson and those who have been 
resisting increased tariffs. I fore­ 
cast 
an upward movement 
in 
many commodity prices — other 
than farm prices — during the 
balance of 1954. 
Money supplies are on the rise 
again now. They will continue to 
expand during the last half. In­ 
flationary effects on the price lev­ 
el will be limited as our capacity 
to produce is now large. Remem­ 
ber, the surest way to squelch an 
inflationary fire is with a flood of 
goods. Inflationary effects -of the 
expanded money supply could al­ 
so be nullified by the change in 
the Government’s method of col­ 
lecting the corporate income tax. 
The new tax law may put the 
large corporations on a pay-as- 
you-go basis, squeezing their cash 
holdings. 
Labor and Real Estate 
The improvement I expect 
in 
employment should not, however, 
be sufficient to make union lead­ 
ers careless. Jobs will still be 
very much in demand. This shoulc 
mean that the last half will see 
no prolonged strikes. 
My forecast as to the various 
classes of real estate is as fol­ 
lows: 
Large commercial farms will 
experience a further sag in their 
land values during the last half- 
year as farmers' gross income 
dips lower. 
Small farms on the fringes of 
big city suburbs should hold or 
rise in price as people get furrier 
away 
from city 
centers. 
This 
move could become an avalanche 
in the event of really serious war 
scares. 
I look for vacant land in the 
suburbs to hold its value well. In 
the big cities it may be another 
story, unless the land is suitable 
for parking purposes. 
. . . 
Business properties in the big 
cities may ease somewhat in price 
during the last six months of this 
year. Suburban business proper­ 
ties can be expected to hold up. 
Demand for more shopping centers 
will be noticeable 
during 
t h e 
months to come. 
Home property (especially the 
older houses, particularly in the 
cities) will continue sagging in 
price. In the suburbs, the bigger 
houses, even of recent vintage, 
will be harder to sell. Most salable 
home properties will be the new­ 
er houses in the middle and low­ 
er price brackets with emphasis 
on the “ranch-houses” so-called.

Too Much Shade 
Can Be Fatal 
To Grassy Lawn 


Shady characters, may be get­ 
ting away with murder right in 
your own backyard. 
In other words, trees may be 
the 
culprits 
if 
grass 
is dead-. 
Lawns are constantly being killed 
by too much shade, which cuts off 
the life-giving sunshine. 
Proper pruning is one solution, 
advise Davey tree experts. Judi­ 
cious thinning of branches, so that 
sunshine can filter through, has 
helped develop many fine lawns 
under partial shade conditions. 
Sometimes tree 
branches 
droop 
lower than is desirable. Removing 
these sunshades permits rays to 
better reach grass areas beneath 
trees in morning and late after­ 
noon. 
More drastic measures call for 
removal of excess or unwanted 
trees. Shade trees should be spac­ 
ed at a minimum distance of 40 
to 50 feet for best results. If there 
are too many trees, neither the 
trees nor the grass can develop 
properly.

Portrays Man's Evolution With Tools 


About one million years ago a 
man picked up a sharp rock to 
cut an animal hide and, unwitting­ 
ly, set the stage for his survival 
and our modern civilization 40,000 
generations later. Such tools from 
file Stone Age along with a rare 
assembly of tools from the copper, 
bronze and iron ages, and models 
of the first machine tools are part 
of a traveling exhibit which is

counfry to engineering societies 
and vocational schools by The Do 
AU, Company, Des Plaines, 111. 
Produced by the Wilkie Founda­ 
tion, a nonprofit research organi­ 
zation with the cooperation of 
world-famous museums and insti­ 
tutions of learning, this unique ex­ 
hibit reveals how man’s survival, 
his 
development 
and 
material 
welfare are dependent on tools. 
Typical of the many fascinating 
items in the exhibit are stone age 
tools approximately 500,000 years 
old and colonial muskets produc­ 
ed for the first time on a pro­ 
duction basis by Eli Whitney. 
The exhibit is unique in that it 
presents man’s tools in a chrono­ 
logical 
arrangement 
to 
show 
man’s developing intelligence in­ 
dicated by the increasing com­ 
plexity of his tools. The first stone 
tools displayed are descriptive of 
man at the threshold of progress. 
They are crude stone implements 
having no recognizable shape but 
showing evidence of intelligent use 
and used for every task at hand. 
These are followed by stone im­ 
plements which show evidence of 
being deliberately fashioned to ob­ 
tain sharp edges. Here man’s pro­ 
gress suddenly takes a big jump 
as he decides to fashion tools for 
a specific purpose, changing the 
shape of his tool accordingly. Pre­ 
historic stone drills and chisels 
used in France over 50,000 years 
ago offer mute evidence to this at­ 
tempt. 
* Succeeding displays In the ex­ 
hibit show how man combined two 
or more elements to improve the 
efficiency of his tools by fitting 
handles to flaked sharp stones to 
produce axes, spears, etc. One of 
the most interesting here is a 
10,000 year old “atlatl” or “spear 
thrower” combining 
a 
special 
socketed 
handle 
and 
spear — 
probably one of the first “machin­ 


es” made by man. Here also are 
ancient sickles and agricultural 
implements of wood and stone. 
“Civilization 
through 
Tools” 
then carries the story of man’s 
evolution through the age of cop­ 
per, bronze and iron — a period 
of rapid progress because tools of 
greater strength and . sharpness 
could be fashioned from metal. 
Typical tool designs of this era 
are shown with such tools as an 
age-encrusted “adze” (a wood- 
planing or shaving tool), ancient 
chisels and axes, etc. 
Modern civilization is introduc­ 
ed by displaying exact scale work­ 
ing models of the first “Machine 
tools” that caused the fastest pro­ 
gress in man’s evolution. Machine 
tools freed man from arduous ex­ 
ertion of muscle force, since they 
guided tools by mechanical means 
and moved the tools by mechan­ 
ical forces rather than by us- 
cle power. The story of this de­ 
velopment — the basis of our 
modern economy — is augmented 
in a following display panel which 
describes Eli Whitney’s concept of 
mass production through inter­ 
changeable parts. This display 
presents authentic Whitney mus­ 
kets manufactured under this in­ 
spired plan. 
The fascinating story behind 
these tools and the effect they had 
on man’s material welfare is ex­ 
plained to engineer and student 
viewers in a lecture and in a 24- 
page souvenir book that is given 
away free to those attending the 
exhibit. 
“Civilization 
through 
Tools” 
travels in a Dodge truck espec­ 
ially designed to house and safely 
transport the display panels from 
showing to showing. A unique ele­ 
vator in the truck simplifies load­ 
ing. 
The enthusiastic reception of the 
exhibit at its premiere showing 
before the American Society for 


Metals at Purdue University re­ 
cently indicates the great interest 
that will be accorded the exhibit 
as it tours the country. In between 


showings the exhibit wffl be on 
display among the Do ALL retail 
stores located in major industrial 
cities throughout the country.
